Conſiderations upon the firſt Conſtitution of the Som- 
mer Iſlands Company and Plantation , together 
with the late Diſorders , and the {be In 
condition of Aﬀeairs there, 


He Treaſurer and Company of Adventurers and Plan- 

ters for Virginia, did by their Indenture bearing date the 
25 of -November, 10. Jacobi, ſell thoſe Iſlands for value- 
able Conſiderations to ſeveral Perſons, to be enjoyed, with all 
thoſe Juriſdiftions, Royalties, &c. which were granted to 
them in the firſt Patent, which invited afterwards many others 
of true honor and worth to joyn with them ; who by their 
great Expenceand Induſtry advanced the Work fo far , that 
thoſe deſolate Places began to be peoplcd and planted, and fe. 
veral Lords and Gentlemen appzaring interefled therein, a 
Patent was obtained for conllituting of the Sommer Iſlands 
Company, with the greatelt Priviledges and Immunities that 
might be ; as enabling them to make ſuch Laws for the good 
and welfare of that Plantation, as to them from time to time 
ſhould ſeem requiſite, ſo they were not contrary to thoſe of 
this State ; asalſoto revoke , diſcharge and alter all Officers 
and Miniſters which already have been made, or ſhall hereaf- 
ter be made if they ſhall chink it meer, for the Government 
of the ſaid Iſlands; and to ordain and eſtabliſh all maner of 
Orders, DireRions, Forms and Ceremonies of Government, 
and the ſame at all times to change and abrogate according 
to their pleaſure, not onely within the PrecinAs of that Plan- 
ration, but alſo upon the Seas in going and coming to and fro: 
To be free here from all Cuſtoms and Taxes, either for Ex- 
porcation or Importation for ſeven years, and of all Subſidies 
in the Iſlands for the ſpace of one and twenty years; and af- 
ter the expiration of Seven years, to pay onely five per cent. 
for ever, forall Goods and Merchandize either Exported or 
Imported : To reſiſt or ſubdue by force all ſuch perſon or per- 
ſons, as without the ſpecial Licence of the ſaid Governor and 
Company, thall attempt to inhabit within the limits of thoſe 
Iſlands ; as likewiſe all ſuch as ſhall enterprize deſtruRtion or 
invalion_ 
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invaſion, or any hurt or annoyance to the faid Plantation , or 
to the Marriners or Paſſengers going thither and returning 
thence : No ſtay or imployment to be made within any of the 
Ports of theſe Dominions, or at Sea of any of their Marriners 
or Ships, provided or intended for the ſaid Iſlands, or of any 
of the Proviſions, Goods, Merchandize or Ammunition in any 
of their ſaid Ships, to be taken or detained from them by any 
colour or pretence of Authority derived, or to be derived vp- 
on any occaſion whatſoever : To have full and abſolute Power 
and Authority to puniſh, pardon and govern all ſuch as ſhall 
voyage thither, and inhabit there according to f:.ch Orders 
and Conſticutions, as by the ſaid Governor and Company 
ſhall be eltabliſhed ; and in defe& thereof in cate of neceſſi- 
ty,according to the good Diſcretion of the Governor and Of- 
ficers reſpeQively, as weil in Cafes Criminal as Civil, Marine 
and others, and the fame proceedings as near as conveniently 
may be, to be agreeable to the Laws and Policy of England: 
The principal Commanders lawfully authorized there to exer- 
ciſe Martial Law in caſes of Rebellion and Mutiny : No other 
then the Company to tranſport Mone)s or Goods out of 
theſe Dominions to the Sommer 1ſlands, or to Import any hi- 
ther, upon pain of forfeiture of the ſaid Goods and Shi. s to 
the Uſe of the Company : The Governor and Company may 
eſtabliſh and cauſe to be made a Coyn to paſscurrent among 
the Inhabitants there, of what mettle and form they 
pleaſe, exc. 

And if theſe and ſuch like Priviledges had not been granted 
to them, *tis no ways probable that any would have undertook 
at ſo vaſt expences, a Plantation that was like to bring in ſo 
little profit. Whereas that of the Barbado's hath made fo rich 
and plentiful Returns to the Merchants and Undertakers ; 
this hath produced nothing hitherto to countervail thoſe great 
Sums that have been laid our upon it, but in ſtead thereof 
Rrong oppoſitions from the Court Party here at home ; inſo- 
much that the Company. being almoſt tired out with thoſe 
frequent Oppreiions, ſeem'd reſolved to quit themiclves of 
the burthen by the Sale thereof, when it was ſuggeſted that 
the D#tch would give 100000 1. for the Purchaſe ; and if the 

Conrt 
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Tourt{hould ſeem uowilling to make them Maſters thereof, 
no doubt but they would cafily condeſcend that it might be 
ſold to the Spaniard. 

The ſeveral Interruptions here at home produced many fa- 
Qions, eſpecially in the Iſlands, which by ingroſling that 
ſmallTrade of Tobacco, &c. from thence , ſometimes by one 
Party, and ſometimes by another, were ſtill heightned , till at 
laſt upon thoſe great Changes here by the Kings death , they 
broke out into open Holtility and Defiance, yet no blood 
(hed, the greateſt part of the Congregational or Independent 
way (6 called) were baniſhed by thoſe then in Power, but by 
the now Governor which was conſtituted (ince, are again re- 
ceived and live peaceably and quietly. Theſe by their over- 
violent carriage and former Proyocations might poſſibly aug- 
ment the madneſs and malice of the Rabble, and be madeleſs 
able to ſecure themſelves by their own Diviſions, and the Sug- 
geltions of ſuch as pretended at kaſt to be their friends ; 
However their Sufferings may appear to have been very great, 
and ſuch as the Company here is very ſenſible of , <4 have 
been, and {till are very forward to redreſs : Bur all things can- 
not be done at once, nor poſlibly in that way that ſome deſire. 
And whileſt a ſmall Party (ſeemingly zealous for the publique 
Intereſt, when their own Revenge and private Concernment 
may poſſibly be as much, if not more intended) propoſe no- 
thing but Forceand Power for the Reduction of thoſe Iſlands, 
ina time when greater interelts ſeem tobe ſo much concerned 
hereat home, theſe particulars may not ſeem unworthy con- 
fideration : 

I. The great Rights and Priviledges abovementioned con- 
fer'd npoa the Company by their Patent, whichthey can in no 
wiſe be ſuppoſed to have forfered, having difclaimed all thoſe 
Diforders committed by that rude multitude in their Inforre- 
Rion , and uſed all means in their power for redreſs. 

TI. The Submiſſion which the HManders inftance in 
their late Letters to the Company , acknowledging their juſt 
Power over them, and promiſing obedience to all their Or- 
ders and Injunftions ; which they the rather hope for from 
them, becauſe the Governor there ts a man well approved of 


for 
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for his Picty and good AﬀeRtion to this State, and the govern- 
ment thereof ; and who by his faithfulneſs and wiſdom, wich 
the aſſiſtance of other good men there, hath already made a 
good Progre(s to the quiet ſetling of thoſe Iſlands. Nor can 
there be thought to be in them generally ſuch a ſpirit of Ma- 
lignancy as ſome would haveit , conſidering amongſt other 
particulars that might be inſtanced in, how toutly their Ma- 
24zine Ship defended her ſelf againſt thoſe Pirates of Sc /y 
chat ſet upon her in her return hither. 

I TI. Thegreat danger there might be, if all means of Re- 
conciliatioa were denied thera, to put them upon ſome depe- 
rate Reſiltance, or caſting themſelves upon ſome forreign pro- 
tefion, which by ſome there hath been already attempted, 
conſtdering the great ſtrength of the place ; and how, if the 
forcing of them ſhould prove ineffeRual (as probably it may) 
the Iſland may be made a Receptacle for Pirats , to the irre- 
pairable damage as well of the State as Company. 

I V. That thovgh their riſing vp in Arms, and declaring as 
they did, ſound high in ſome mens expreſſions, yet "ris conte1- 
ſed by all,that this was carried on by the falſe ſuggeſtions of 2 
few, againſt the Authority and Intereſt of the Company,ſome 
whereof are fince dead, and the reſt that are living , if need 
be, when things are better ſettled ( which ſeem already to be 
ina hopeful way) may be called to a ſevere Account : whileſt 
the greater part were aſhamed of their Aſtions, when ic ap- 
peared to them how much they had been deluded, and who 
have fince ſubmitted to the Company. 

Laſtly , That as the Company have the greateſt ſhare and 
intereſt to look to the quieting and ſertlement of thoſe Iſlands, 
ſothey cannot be fuppoſed tobe fo much wanting to them- 
felves and rhe State , with whom they muſt cither ſtand or 
fall, but that they will carefully uſe all means, that neither they 
nor the Commonwealth be prejudiced. And if they be nor 
able to carry on the buſineſs by their own ſtrength / which 
they yer doubt not of ) chey will make their Addreſſes when 
occaſion ſhall require, to the State for their Aſſiſtance, which 
they hope will not be denied them.

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;n their due Obedience, it ts humbly propoſed, That the 
State world be pleaſed to declare in ſuch Way , as in their 
Wiſdom may be thought fit , that the Company may enjoy 
their Priviledges and Immunities according to the ſaid Let- 
ters Patents, whereby they may the more vigorouſly pro- 
ceed to repair the Loſſes they have ſuſtained under the Op- 
preſſion of the former times, and improve the Plantat.on to 
their beſt and juſt Benefit, wherein they cannot fail to be 
ſerviceabletothe ST ATE.

Honorable Company , 

Het: an opportunity offered at preſent, I can dono leſs 

in diſcharge of my Duty, then preſent theſe few lines un- 
to you, giving you to underitand that your Magazine Ship the 
King of Poland, arrived the 22" of May laſt, by which I re- 
ceived your Commiſſion for the Government here, and was 
freely and peaceably admitted unto the Place withour the leaſt 
interruption, contrary to the expeation of many here a» 
mongR us; for that in the moneth of September laſt the coun- 


treyin general roſe up in Arms , outed Captain Turner -_ his 
B 0- 


% : 
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Government ſurreptitiouſly gotxen, placed in his room Mr.?ohr: 
Trimmengham , forced Mr. Nathaniel Whyte and ſome others 
of his Congregation, to go with Captain Say/e to his New 
Plantation, who as we hear are all ſafely arrived : But Letters 
from thence certifie that the little Iſland they are upon, is a 
moſt barren Rock, ſhallow Earth, not hopeful to produce food 
for the Inhabitants, which hath ſtirred up the hearts of their 
Chriſtian friends in New Exglard , to manifeſt their exceedin 
Bounty towards them, by a Jricadle Contribntion of art | 

fix or ſeven hundred Pounds ſterling, as I have underſtood by 
Mr. Philip Chadock , who fayled by our Ifland in Zane laſt, in a 
Veſſel laden with all maner of Proviſions and other Neceflaries 
for them, in caſe they are in want. 

Upon the Arrival of y our Ship I made enquiry what quantity 
of the laſt years Tobacco could be found in the Countrey, and 
upon _ ſearch I conld not hear of above Forty or Fifi 
Thouſand at the moſt, wherefore the Maſter and we thought fit 
to lay up the Ship, and ſtay for this Years Crop, which I hope 
willredound much ro your advantage : For by the bleſſing of 
God Ican afſare you, that your Ship will have her full Lading 
of Tobacco which will be very good , if the judgement of men 
better experienced then my ſelf do not fail :. And be you afſy- 
red, herdiſpatch hence ſhall be with all expedition proſecuted 
to the uttermoſt of my power. 

It reſts now upon me to give you Account of the preſent 
candirion of the people of the Iſland, who (I thank God) are 
in a fair poſture of peace, and very hopeful ſo to continue ; for 
T have ( by Gods bleſling upon: my weak Endeavors and extra- 
ordinary pains taking, and by my powerful preſence in each 
Tribe,with publique Declarations) ſo prevailed with the people 
in general, that they vow and proteſt. with one heart and voice 
for the future not to. a& ought that may any ways prejudice 
the peaceable Government of the I!lands under. you the Ho- 
norable Company and your Subſtitutes ; But will in all things 
readily, willingly and chearfully ſubmit unto all and cvery of 
your lawful Commands, and will with the hazard of their lives 
maintain your. and their. Jawful Rights againſt all Oppoſers

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There is one thing more I muſt acquaint you withal, which 
is, That the Countrey will not admit of Captain 7exnings to be 
Captain of the Xings Caſtle, according to your Commiſſion ; 
for that they have been informed , that he upon Treaty with 
other Gentlemen in Exgland, hath condeicended to gve them 
admittance into our Harbor with Ship or Ships of force, where. 
by the Iſland may be loſt, and the Government utterly de- 
ſtroyed : But for my part I hope better things of him, and ds 
believe they can never make good their Charge againſt him, 
howſoever I and the Councel have thought good to ſuſpend 
him from the Place for the preſent. This Ship brought with 
her Mr. Pi:rs, and other Gentlemen of theſe Iſlands, Paflengers 
from S. Chriſtophers, who do inform us, that meeting with 
certain Gentlemen of Barbadoes, who were either by the (Go- 
vernment there ſent out from thence , or voluntarily departed 
from their Plantations by reaſon of ſome troubles there ; And 
upon diſcourſe with the ſaid Gentlemen, they were heard to 


' fay, That they were bound for Exg/and, from whence they 


doubted not to procure a conliderable Force to ſuppreſs their 
Enemies there, and to repair their great Loſſes : And for the 
better effecting thereof, they would in the birt place invade 
this Iſland, under prerence that fome in theſe Iſlands were the 
Cauſers of their troubles, and fo make this a place for their 
Recruit. All whichin bounden duty I ought to acquaint you 
with , referring the premiſed Relations to your more judicious 
and wiſe Conſultations, I remain, ;

Honorable Company , 


Y humble Service preſented. Having in the general gi- 

. ven an Account of our proceed, in the proſecution of all 
your Commands, it remains now in- particular for me to hint 
fomething of my ſelf : And therefore in the firſt place I do re- 
turn you all humble and hearty thanks for the high thoughts 
you have had of me, in that you have honored me with the 
Government of theſe Iſlands.under you , asalfo for your Pre- 
ſent of twenty pounds werth of Goods, which I have received 
according to Order, both which are ſufhcient Ties of Fidelity 
to a meer Moraliſt ; but to a Chriſtian , chains of perpetuity : 
And fuch I truſt you ſhall ever finde me to be, as far forth as 
God (hall give me Ability to ſerve you. 

I have in a former Letter, which I hopeis come to your 
hands, given you notice of the fad Condition .of the Iflands 
when I took my Place, and how it ſtood during that ſhort 
time of my progreſs ; I muſt now proceed to acquaint you 
what Succefs the Lord hath given to my weak Endeavors, in 
reſtoring the Government to its ancient poſture of Peace; Fram 
a tumultuous rebellious People , perfidious Commanders, and 
a Rabble of a number of new found Seditious Agitators, we 
are now brought to a People reſolvedly bent to Peace and O- 
bedience, a Soldiery onely ſubxt tomy Command , if I may 
credit their Proteſtations, and an utter diflolution of that Fra- 
ternity of Incendiaries to our wonted Peace and Government, 
I and my Councellers being the ſole Governors here as ever, 
under you the Honorable Company. I pray God grant me 
Wiſdom to foreſee future Miſchiefs , and,Courage to maintain 
what I have already gotten. 

_ There are three things in my judgement obnoxious to the 
preſent Government, and if in time by your Wiſdoms not 
prevented , may beget new Troubles: The firſt and chiefelt i, 
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the want of two Orthodox Miniſters ; 2. The want of the 
Ships being not here before Chriſtmas ; And laſtly, the want 
of a Magazine of Goods from the Body of the Company , te 
be reſident with the Officers at Town or elſewhere, to be ſold 
at reaſonable Rates ; for the people do finde in general that the 
wonted prices be much raiſed by molt of the Agents here, to 
the great oppreſſion of the Inhabitants : If the Word do not 
convince, the Sword cannot reform ; If timely Supplies come 
not at conſcionable Rates, it will be a hard Task for Authority 
to reſtrain Trade with any Ship : Ibeſcech you lay theſe things 
to heart, You acquaint me with an Order of the Councel of 
State to you direed , to ſecure the Perſons of Captain Txrner, 
and Mr. Yyner, and to examine the Crimes and Miſdemeanors 
objeRted againſt them , and to ſend them home, together with 
the Examinations and Proofs ; What their crimes are,or where- 
of they are accuſed, I know not , neither have I any Tranſcript 
thereof : As for Mr. Yyer, he is long fince dead, and hath left 
behinde him a poor. Widow much indebted, and three ſmall 
children, objeQts of your pity and charitable conſideration : And 
to ſend Captain 7xr»er home without an Accuſation or Proof 
thereupon, were in my judgement impertinent and improper; 
wherefore for the preſent I ſhall onely ſecure his Perſon here, 
and ſeize upon his Perſonal Eſtate to your uſe till further 
order. 

I am required to ſend you an Account of the Servants be- 
longing to the Colony , as alſo what number of Cattle, and 
quantity of Corn was left by Captain T»rzer. For Anſwer 
thereunto,you ſhall know, that IT have received from Mr. Trin- 
mengham then in place of Government , ten Cows and one 
Bull, and eight Hogs-heads of Corn; And for the {ſervants ap- 
propriated to my place, I have in all buc fifteen Negro's and 
Mulattoes , whereof five Men- ſervants and the relt women; 
And of a truth I muſt tell you, that of the men I have bur two 
that are able to do their labor , the other three in a maner palt 
their work : For three of the women, if they dreſs their own 
victuals it is well. Here are three Negro's more, one with 
Mr. Sheriff, and the other a ſmall youth with the Secretary,and 
the third being a ſmall girl, with Mr, Fox, I have a ſmall - 
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about nine years old left with me by Mr. Buck/eman , I bleſs 
God, Charicy bids me keep him , who ſhall not want whileſt I 
have for mine own ; the childe is tratable, and having neither 
Father nor Mother, deſerves pity. Now my Requelt unto you 
is, That in addition to your former Favors, you would be plea- 
ſed to beſtow his time upon me, or to order me a certain Al- 
lowance for a few years towards his Education, in ſome mea- 
ſure ſuitable ro the hopes I have of him ; his name is Themas 
Simpſon, wht his time is I know not. By all this it will appear 
unto you what a ſmall proportioh of Means will accrue unto 
me, to maintain the Charge of my Othce, God knows my 
heart, I aim not art the riches of this world, my defires are one- 
ly to preſerve my dear Wife and children from miſery and want 
after my deceaſe, which muſt inevitably fall upon them, if 1 con- 
tinue in this chargeable Place of Service, unleſs the Honorable 
Comoany ſhall conſtantly & yearly allow me a ſuthcient Sa'ary 
of at leaſt Fourſcore pounds per anzum,which I traſt you will do 
both for your own Honors ſake, and for che Dignity of the 
Place of chief Government by your free choice conferred upon 
me. ſay no more but onely this, He that ſacrificeth at the Altar, 
muſt live by the Altar, and he that ſpends his ſpirits and whole 
endeavors in diſcharge of Government , muſt live by that Go- 
vernment. I may fay without any vain glorious boaſting, I 
have hitherto waded chroughout many difficulties, doing my du- 
ty diligently therein, and aiming at the Publique not mine own 
good, and ſhall for cver faithfully perſiſt in ſo doing upon your 
continued Encouragements; and ſo do reſt ,

rea, which brought with them ſome ſeventy people, Mer, Wo- 
men and Children, who deſired to be received to their former 
x Beings 
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Brings and Relati:ns , promiſing obedience to the preſent Goverg- 
nent ; whereupon I called the Councel t ge. her, and having de- 
bated the matter , we conc/nded, That they ſhould, as many as 
would, ſtay here , which We conceived could not be deried them in 
juſtice. Tet ſuddenly after ſome of the Commanders and other of 
the ruder ſort of the people, gave out threatnivg ſpeeches that 
they wonld ſend them all away , and.o that purpeſe gave PoWder 
and Shot to ſome of their Soldiers ; but having timely Adver- 
tiſement thereof , I took ſpeedy courſe to prevent their miſchie- 
v0u8 intent, and by the bleſſing of the Lord I ſo pacified them as 
that they did not proceed to Aion, and for the preſent they are 
all at quiet, and I hope Will fo continue. Howſoever my Reſoln- 
tion 1s firm and unchangeable, rather to die in the juſt defence of 
your right of Governmezt , then to comply with them in the leaſt 


of their unlawful deſires, ſo ſaith

Right Honorable Sirs , 

Ours of the firſt of Jannary, 1649. direRed to our preſent 
Y Goiernor , came to his hands the 22. of 44 ay, 1650. and 
the next day his Commiſſion was publiquely read in the Church, 
where he took his Oath in the preience of the Countrey,to yo- 
vern according to your Laws and Orders. 


We do moſt heartily thank you for the choice of Gary 
; an 
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and ſo experienced a Gentleman to rule and govern us , and al- 
though the Government was quite out of frame and in a dan- 
gcrous poſture, yer now (bleſſed be God) thers is ſuch a willing 
and ready obcdicnce from all the people in general, that the 
Government is reduced to its ancient bounds in a peaceable, 
quiet and orderly poſture, and I hope the Lord will ſo continue 
ir, to our comfort and your good. 

We do thank you allo for your Favor and Encouragement 
by your Preſent of 201, to our Governor which was received 
in commodities ; he had a very quick vend for all, eſpecially the 
Sack ſtaid nor long upon his hands; we all helped to drink it 
off, for we knew ic was paid for before. 
 Asfor your Order in placing of Officers, we have gone as 
nearas we could, Mr Painter being out of the Land, we have 
continued M* orgas in Southampton Tribe , M* Wainwright 
refuſed the place, by reaſon of ſome former Engagement to the 
Countrey when they were in Arms. M* Norwood would accept 
of the Place, bat he would not take the Oath with the reſt of 
the Councel ſo they excepted againſt him,and I took in M* Fohr 
Twrner in his ſtead for Devonſhire Tribe. 

We are given to underſtand that you are informed , that the 
people which are gone from us were forced away, Thus much 
wecan aſſure and affirm, that therz was never a Councellor in 
the whole Iſland that had any hand init; neither did ir appear 
unto us, that they had any deſire to ſtay here ; thev might have 
all ſtayed, if but ſubmitted to the Government. We do expe& 
them daily here , for M* Philip Chadaock is gone out of New 
England to ferch them off, but wich what ſafery we can receive 
them, except they do ſubmit to the Government,we know not, 
yet we do intend to recei\e ſuch as have any intereſt, and at- 
tendyour further pleaſure concerning them, 

Your clemency in remitting former Miſcarriages being time- 
ly publiſhed, hath not onely bound up that ſore, but hath alſo 
ſtopt the current of other more deſperace proceedings. 

We have your Orders in tranſmitting the material Eviden- 
cesin all Appeals. We have made ſeizure of all the Goods of 
Captain Trey, but can finde no Spaniſh goods, and therefore 
have onely ſecured them here till further order. . And as con- 
cerning 
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cerhing the wreck , all plead that they have accounted togour 
Commiſſioners. 

The cauſe of: your Ships long ſtay was no fault of ours ; ſhe 
came in very unſeaſonable, yet nevertheleſs ſhe might have had 
a good Voyage to the Barhado's with Live. cattel, Beef, Pork 
and Fiſh, but it ſeems thetic Commiſſion was not ſtrong enough 
to proceed in that Deſign : We have always delired co have 
your Ship here before Chriſtmas , and do ſtill delireit, and fo 
you may be ſure of a quick Return, 

There is little or no goods in the Countrey, it were well that 
a Store of goods were placed in the Town for the uſe of the 
Countrey, ſo ſhould you be ſure to ſecure all the Tobacco's, 
that none ſhould be traded away from you, and for ſuch goods 
as come over to particular men here, they come to the Planter 
at ſuch an exceſſive Rate,that they are not able to pay for them. 

The Inhabitants requetted us to acquaint you, how that they 
have been long Petitioners to you for to afford them ſome Re- 
lief, and eaſe the heavy burchen that is taxed upon poor mens 
labor, by that inſupportable Excize and other Taxes upon To- 
bacco, ſo that in concluſion the poor Planter's twelve moneths 
labor is ſwallowed up by Excize and Cultom; But in ſtead of re- 
lief they finde a heavier load continually upon them. Conlider 
their condition, and relieve them if you can, we leave them to 
your due and ſerious conſideration. 

We have according to Order ſummoned Colonel Sandy his 
Agent and Tenants , and he ſhall receive an Account in his par- 
ticulars Letters, 

We ſhould be very ready and willing to do Sir Benjamin Rud- 
diard and M* Grant any ſervice, in recovering of their Rents 
from their Tenants, but their Agents never appear unto vs, nci- 
ther do we know who they are. 

Likewiſe M* Lewzs his Agent hath not required our Aſſilt- 
ance, neither do we know the ſtate of that buſineſs. 

As for M: Cawleys buſineſs, he had between twenty and thir- 
ty Attions tryed this Aſſize ; Captain Thomas BurroWs being 
his Agent , he recovered them all, except ewo Attions with 
M- Sommerſal, in which there is an Appeal granted, which the 
Secretary will give an exaQt Account of, 
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We have received three leech of Powder, 500 pound of 
Match, but no Colours, though expreſſed in your Letters. We 
ſhall be careful co put your Laws in execution for Powder from 
Ships arriving here. 

As for M* Drakes buſineſs , there was an Account given to 
Captain Zernins, and M* Francis White according to order. 

We have received (ix pair of Drum heads,with braces, ſnares 
and lines, which are diſpoſed of according to Order, we defire 
you to ſend the Colours for the Forts by the next. 

We have given order to M* Norwood co take charge of the 
Books given to M* Barber, which were left with M" Golding ; 
MF Norwood hath received them, being in number twenty four, 
' and two Books which MW Goxlding gave at his death. 

Captain 7ennins upon ſome words ſpoken by him, was char- 
ged by ſome in the Iſlands of Treafon, whereupon he fled, we 
doubt not but he is in Loxdox z we have ſent the Proceedings a- 
eainſt him under the Secretaries hand, the which we leave to your 
jadgement and diſcretion. There was a Report made in the 
Iſlands, that ſome of the Company was hiring of a Ship to 
rake the Iſlands, and that Captain 7ennins was privy to it, but 
for our parts we giveno faithto that Report, it bred a great 
deal of diſturbance here, 

And whereas the Councet of State, together with your ſelves, 
hath harboured ſo good an opinion of me, as to intruſt me in 
this imployment, I ſhall through Gods Aflſtance, render a 
faithful Account of my actions, and to the utmoſt of my pow- 
er preſerve your Rights and Priviledges according to the Oath 
which I have taken , and I doubt nor, the fidelicy of my Coun- 
ce}, and the obedience of the people. 

Yougive us notice of an Order of the Councel of State for 
the ſending home of Captain Tarner and MF Yywer, npon Exa- 
mination of their Crimes and Mifdemeanors; we have no writ- 
ten Accuſation againſt them , ſs that it remains onely to ſecure 
the perſon of Captain 7»rney till further order, M* Yyzey be- 
ing long fince dead. 

Mr Hooper is a very fickly man,therefore we beſeech you con- 
fider our neceTity , and fend us a ſapply of honeſt able men. 
Mr Pointal came not to ns, yet we underſtand that your inten- 
c10NS 
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tions were real towards us, for which we give you thanks, and 
we hope you will not be unmindful to ſend us a couple at leaſt 
by the next Ship ; they may live very comfortably here, we have 
buile a houſe in Town from the ground for one againſt he 
comes. 

You made mention of an Order from the Councel of State 
for removing M* YVawghas the Secretary, if we did fee caule ; 
Truly we ſee no other, but that he hath been very diligent and 
careful in his Betruſtment, and very little Encouragement he 
hath, having had never a ſervant ſince his coming to the Place ; 
And now he is married to a yong woman, the daughter of 
M* lohnTremmingham, and more charges like to come upon 
him : A little Encouragement would do well , but we kavehim 
to your grave conlideration, not doubting but that you will be 
pleaſed to anſwer his expeation, for we do aſſure you, hedoth 
rake a great deal of pains, 

We do likewiſe commend unto your charitable thoughts the 
Petition of M'5 Yyzey , and that you will be pleaſed to (ignifie 
your pleaſure concerning her unto us. 

As concerning the ſeveral Orders ſent unto us ; For the firſt 
concerning the ſerling of Officers, we made Captain Richard 
Zennins Councellor of Sandys Tribe , M' Charls Morgan for 
Southampton, M* Fohn Devit for Warwick Tribe, M* Fohn Tre- 
mingham for Pagets, M* John Turner for Devenſhire, Mr Wil- 
liam Berckley for Pembroke, M* Thomas Penninſton for Smiths 
Tribe, M* 7:bhn Milner for Hamilton, M* Nath: Stowe for 
S, Georges. 

I I. Concerning your At of Indempnity, it was executed ac- 
cording to order, and wrought a good effect. 

I 11. The ſeveral Appeals of M* Hwy againſt Tennins,as they 
proceeded hence without order , ſo they remain inthe Office, 
and no body looks after them. 

I V. M: Sheriffs order for ten pounds gratuity was delivered 
to him. 

V. The Appeal of Robert Nolton and your Order thereupon, 
was executed accordingly. 

VI. Your Order concerning M* Whites ſuing of Captain 
Turner, Captain Turner readily A 4 unto your Order, -_ 
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he doth acknowledge your favor and juſtice in reſerving him the 
benefit of Appeal. 

VII. Your Order concerning Lang ſtons Will, which was 
ſent to you laſt year; We had a Debate here in Court concern- 
init, according to your Order : We finde upon the Oath of 
Captain /enzias, that the Will was made boa fide, and the 
Oath of one of the Sea-men , who brought the ſaid Will into 
the Othice with Captain Teznins, and proved it to be the laſt 
Will and Teltameac of the ſaid Zang/fon ; but having no Seal 
fixed at it, we leave it to your judgement , whether it be of va- 
lidity tocarry Lands from the heir in common Law. 

V III. The Appeal of M* Vill;am Berckley againſt Marſh, 
we have according to order, made void the {aid Verdict illegal- 
ly obtained, being not warned to anſwer ſuch an Aion, nor no 
Defence made-in that Plea , as appears unto us by the Oath of 
M- Ioha StoWe,M* Richard Hunt,and divers others; And there- 
fore we have granted M* Berck/ey anew Tryal accordingly : but 
Captain Marſs hath not been here theſe four years. 

IX. Your Order inter Lowe and ennizs, was put in execu- 
tion accordingly. 

X. M' Poiatel's Order concerning a ſhare of Land, we hear 
nothing of him. 

XI. We humbly deſire that no Appeals be taken notice of, 
except they be certified under the Secretaries hand,and that you 
will be pleaſed to expound the meaning of double coſts and 
charges upon Appeals, according to the Book of Orders,for that 
Article 139. in the Book of Orders is not clear to our appre- 
henſtons. 

XII. You ſhall receive wich our letters the Appeal of M* 4x- 
0x on the behalf of M* aye againſt M* George Trucker, wich 
the proceedings thereupon under the Secretaries hagd, 

XIII. The Appeals of M* Ca\v/ey againſt Somamerſal. 

XIV. And another of M* Cawley about a ſervant, 

XV. The Free-ſchool preſented by the grand Inqueſt which 
we leave to your conſideration. There are great complaints of 
thoſe that have many children , we leave it to your judgements 
ro regulate the matter, or (ignitie your pleaſure therein untous. 

We have ſent you Alexs Petition,

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You may pleaſe to take notice that M* George Txcker did in 
the Court after the Jury had brought in their Verdi of 50 1. 
Damage for him in an Ation of Defamation againſt Roger 
Axon, ofter to acquit the laid Axon , if he would acknowledge 
that he had done him wrong , but the faid 4x0» did obſtinare- 
ly refuſe to make an acknowledgement : Wherefore M* Txcker 
hiambly deſires that the ſaid Verdi&t be cortirmed, and he will 
diſpofe of the money for the publique good of the lilands. 

We have bought a Barrel of Powder of the {ara for an 
addition to our Store, which M* Sheriff hath contigned payment 
of by Bills of Exchange charged upon your Treaſurcr, which we 
hope you will arder payment of accordingly. 

We humbly deſire that you will be pleated to furniſh us with, 
ſome Arms and Ammunition as you ſhall think he, We repair-: 
ed our Forts, and under God made them tenable againlt any 
Aſfault, We are much threatned , but be you conkident whilelt 
we have to do with your Government, there (hall not dareto 
be the leaſt oppolition--to your -Orders and Commands. 'Ang, 
weareglad that the Honotable Councebof. State doth confirm 
your Rights in this Plantation, which rio Enemy (hall defeat you, 
of, whilelt-we have a drop of blood to maintain it, | 

The Agtievances of the ſeveral Councellors ; That whereas 
it is a charge and trouble unto them to be at all Meetings of the 
publique Service, -andno notice taken of them by your Honors, 
nor Profit nor Priviledges belohgingito their Places ; for they 
contribute with others in all Levies and Taxes ; They 'humbly 
delire,that your Honors do allow each of them a ſervant as for- 
merly done,or otherwiſe what you pleaſe ; they.are ſo modeſt, 
that your wills ſhall be their content, = 

We have been requeſted by certain of the Inhabitants to give 
way for them to preſent ſomething to your Honors by way of 
Declaration. : it is a thing that hath been formerly pracifed 
here, and allowed by your ſelves, that if the Countrey were 
agrieved, they might preſent their Grievances by way of Peti- 
tion to your Honors,and ſo far we have now conſented to them, 
what your Honors ſhall order thercin, ſhall be obſerved by us. 

We humbly deſire your Honors to regard the Petition of 


George Waſningham, who was condemned to die for words 
tenging 
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rending to HighTreaſon, he remains in Priſon expeQing your 
mercy and pardon. W 

- We humbly deſire your Honors not to credit all Reports 
and ſcandalous Letters, the which have bred a great diſtance 
and diſ-aftecion berwixt ſome of your Members,and ſome peo- 
ple here ; for our parts, we do own you all in general as Mem- 
bers of one Body, and our Relation is alike to all, and (hall 
not profeſs it onely in words, but in praQtice, and ſo by Gods 
aſſiſtance create and preſerve a right underſtanding between 
you and us. 

We do likewiſe give you to underſtand, That we have made 
open Proclamation through the Iflands, that if any perſon or 
perſons could objeR any thing againſt Captain Trey, or give 
any evidence on the behalf of the Honorable Company, that 
they ſhould repair to me and my Councel at a time and place 
limited, and they ſhould be heard, but none appears. 

We humbly deſire you to declare your Judgement in the Caſe 
of Mr. Ewer and Mr. Coupland. And we deſire you that Se- 
cretary Ifordawnt do ſend the laſt Order ; there was an Order 
mentioned in the general Letter, but we could not finde it.

building upon your wonted Favor, to deſire to preſent this 
our Declaration and Humble Requeſt unto your Honors, 
and therefore not doubting of your Honors favorable hear- 
ing, and gracious anſwering our juft Deſires, we declare as 
followeth ;

That the Honorable Company for the Sommer Iſlands 
Plantation legally admitted according to the Letters Patents, 
is a lawful Power ſet over us, and that we do own them, 
and do-and will ſubmit to them.

We declare, that we do not acknowledge , neither will 
we obey or ſubmit ro any other Comtnatids to be prevalent 
here, then that which comes to us by or from the Honogr- 
able: Company, and limiced by the Letters Patents,

a ifreely;; -and that ' no other Power, interpoſeth they, we 
will willingly obſerve and ſubmit to their Orders and Com- 
mands to us thus direfted, Burt for ſo much, as ſhallbe im- 
poſed upon: the Company by: any, Powe whatſoever, other- 
wide then fromthe Honorable Company wemay pnot,we dare 
n&c, we will no6obey tbe ſubjeAnntg ther but4q theutmoſt 
oF out powers withitand and oppoſe them.”

come, and to preſerve this Iſland , your jult Rights and Inte- 
reſt, and the Lives and Eſtates of us the Inhabitants , from the 
fury and rapine of any that ſhould oppoſe us.

'THen I laſt enjoyed the Tweet Air, and thoſe other 
WW pleaſurable Refreſhwents , which you have often 
vouchſafed unto me at.your houſe in Chelſey, I found with 
you many Gentlemen of the, Symwmer Iſlands Company, whoſe 

_ preſence occaſioned rmy peruſal of a, Petition, with the annexed 
Papers and Letters, intended to be preſented-to the Councel 
.of State , touching the preſent. condition of thoſe Iands ; 
and Ihave now fefit youthis Account of my thoughts __ 
ires 
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Fres thereupon , in hope to give you thereby an opportunity to 
improve your own good purpoſes towards the diſtreſſed and 
diſtra&ed Inhabitants of thoſe Iſles -: For I being heretofore 
by that Company freely-choſen to be Governor of that Colo- 
ny, as likewiſe approved by the Committee for Plantations ; 
and having alſo at every Return ſince that time received very 
many Letters , teſtifying a general and extraordinary deſire 
in thoſe Inhabitants, that my Aﬀairs would permit my Ac- 
ceptance of their Government; it makes me not onely to 
conceive my ſelf thereby greatly obliged in thankfulneſs for 
that reſpet, but ir hath alſo rooted in me an unfeigned 
deſire both of eſtabliſhing their peace, and of preventing 
( according to my power ) whatſoever may be deſtructive 
to their welfare. And this deſire is the ſtronger in me, be- 
cauſe I evidently diſcover that the negleRt of timely ſetling 
thoſe If)ands in a fafe and flouriſhing Conſtitution, may not 
onely occaſion the ſudden ſubverſion of that Colony , but 
of many miſchievous cfteRs alſo to all our Plantations in A- 
merica, and conſequently to the inexpreſſivle future damage of 
this Republique. 

I need not illuſtrate this unto you, nor have I now writ- 
ten to provoke you to thoſe proſecutions, which may con- 
duce to the well being of the Sowmer Iſlands or Virginia ; for 
you have ſufficiently teſtified many ways your zeal therein, and 
there are elſewhere, as well as in the annexed Papers, publique 
acknowledgements thereof from others; but my intention is 
rather hereby to repreſent unto youa brief Teſtimonial of my 
own gratitude and good affection to the Inhabitants of the 
Sommer 1/lands, by offering ſomewhat toward the extenuating 
of that ſeeming Revolt from this Commonwealth, which they 
are charged withal; and by giving in my ſenſe and favorable 
interpretation of that conditional Submiſſion which they have 
lately ſent from the Body of their Plantation, to your ſelf and 
the Honorable Company. 

I muſt confeſs that ſome Relations which are-made of Miſ- 
carriages happened.-among them, being ſtrialy conſidered, have 


rendred them very blame. worthy, and many of them (Ifecar) 
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are ihexenſable ; yet- when I conſider that fuch failings are at 
this time Epidemical among the E»g/;/+ in all parts of the 
world whereſoever they reſide , as was heretofore the difeaſe 
called the Sweating Sickxeſs, I dare not (as many do) perem- 
ptorily conclude them juſtly ro be proceeded againſt as enemies 
to this Republique , much leſs can I be fo uncharitable, when I 
conſider at how great a diſtance they are from our Climate, of 
what ſort of people their greater number conſiſts ; under what 
Government they had their firſt being ; how ſwiftly and confi. 
dently Miſ-informations are ſcattered ; how difficultly true Re- 
lations aredivulzed, begetting a right underſtanding of our pro- 
ceedings,and how miſerably that People hath been diſtraRed by 
the Troubles and Divifions lately happening among them ; For 
if they who have reſided from the beginning of the late Tron- 
bles, where they ſaw and heard dayly all FranſaQjons between 
the late King and Parliament, have nevertheleſs been ſometime 
deluded, and obtained favor upon return to a right underſtand- 
ing and proſecution of their Duties, doubtleſsa larger induk 
gence may feem due to the Beymmndians upon their Submiſſion, 
who have erred chiefly by Miſ-information : And in my under- 
ſtanding that Obedience which they have expreſſed in their late 
Petition to their Honorable Governor and Company , isnot 
wholly to be rejefted , thongh it be not drawn up in fuchterms 
as may be juſtly expeRted from them hereafter. 

Nay,that which makes their Submiſſion imperfe& in the judge- 
ment of many , renders it more praiſe. worthy then culpable 
in my opinion, if the Priviledges claim'd by the Adventurers do 
really belong unto them ; For though it was intended by their 
Patent,that the Supream Magiltracy of this Nation ſhould from 
time to time have the Soveretgnty over the Inhabitants both of 
thoſe Iſlands, and of all other Colonies under their protein ; 
the Inhabitants of every Colony ought nevertheleſs to be obe- 
dent to the Commands of that Government and thoſe Gover. 
nors, to which they are next and immediately ſubordinate, and 
ſhould not obey the Commands of any other Power , but ſuch 
a5 cames untq them by the mediation of therr proper Saperiors, 
until ſach therr Power be lawfully ſuſpended , and that Suſpen- 
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fion orderly Fignified unto them by that Supream Authority 
that makes it void or invalid for the preſent : For if ſuch as are 
ſubordinate eſpecially to remote Governments ſhould be obli. 
ged to regulate their Obedience according to every wandring 
information, though ſeemingly probable,and give credit to that 
which comes unto them by ſtrange hands, there would never be 
an end neither of popular Confufions and Diltraftions , nor of 
Rebellions againſt Supream and Subordinate Powers. 

A juſt duty may occaſion great inconveniences by being irre- 
gularly performed, and if this Republique ſhould accept the im- 
mediate acknowledgement of her Supremacy from the Sommer 
Iſlands, before ber Authority were duly recommended to their 
Inhabitants by the Governor and Company , to whom they 
were more immedaately ſubordinate , it might occalion more 
detriment then real advantage to both Authorities : For they 
who upon rumors or motives from a forreign Account are irre- 
gularly drawn to the performance of a jult at, may quickly up- 
on the like motives be irregularly withdrawn again from a 
righteous undertaking, and the Commonwealth can have no 
other aſſurance of the fidelity of ſuch a people, ſave 2 fickle and 
ungrounded profeſſion of their preſent inclination ; whereas 
when their Submiſſion comes warranted by the Authority of 
thoſe on whom they have a lawful and reaſonable dependence ; 
the legality and reaſonableneſs of it makes the one Party the 
more bold and conſtant in their obedience, and gives the other 
Party the more aſſurance of that obedience which is profeſſed 
thercunto. And this Commonwealth hath no Diſadvantage 
(as I conceive) by conniving for the preſent at that profeſſion 
of abſolute Obedience , which the Bermndians have made to 
their Governor and Company here reſiding in Exgland ; for if 
the ſaid Inhabitants of the Sommer Iſlands ( as they aſſert in 
their Petition) will be abſolutely obedient to all the Command 
of their Governor and Company here reſiding, it may be. 
peed that they willbe obedient alſo to the Supream Aurhor! 
ty of this Nation, unleſs their ſaid Governor and Company en 
zoyn the contrary, which may be confidently preſumed will rot 
be done by them againlt the intereſt which they have bo. 
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ſhares of Land, ſo valuable by the Power and Priviledges there- 
unto belonging. ES 

Upon conſideration of the premiſes, it is humbly propoſed on 
the behalf of the diſtreſſed Inhabitants of the ſaid Ilands,as fol- 
loweth : Firſt, That whereas the ſaid Iſlanders profeſs abſolute 
obedience to thoſe Commands which come to them from their 
Governor and Company , that it may by your Endeavor be 
made appear and declared , whether an abſolute obedience be 
immediately due from the ſaid Iſlanders to the Company,or no? 
and if it be ſo, whether the Commands of our —_—— Magi- 
ſtracy here, ought not to be recommended to the ſaid Iſlanders 
by means of their ſaid Governor and Company, before the ſaid 
Iſlanders are bound to take notice of ſuch Commands as obli- 
ging, and that proviſion may be made accordingly to preſerve 
the juſt intereſt of the ſaid Iſlanders, together with the diſtin& 
Rights of this Republique, and of the ſaid Company. Secondly, 
That you would be pleaſed to.improve your uttermoſt Endea- 
vor to mediate the Reconcilement of the ſaid Iſlanders to the 
Stare upon their abſolute ſubmiſſion thereunto, when the Com- 
mands of Supream Authority ſhall be recommended to them 
by the Company ; and vouchſafe ſo to haſten it alſo , that the 
Enemies of this Commonwealth may not get opportunities by 
the delay thereof, to endanger the total loſs of thoſe Iflands 
at this time , wherein many are watching Advantages for di- 
vers ends to furprize them. £ 

What Advantages in particular may be loſt or gotten, and 
what Damages may be incur'd or avoided by negle& of thoſe 
Iſles, may appear by conſidering the annexed Papers which are 
now offered to peruſal , without ſuch further Obſeryations as T 
could have made upon them , if my urgent Afﬀeatirs would have 
permitted the proſecution of my firſt intention, which are the 
cauſe that you receive theſe lines ſo imperfeR, and ſo abrupt-

An Account and Obſervation taken 


by 4, W, a true friend and Servant to 
Sir Tohn Daxvers,and the Parliament-intcreſt, 


Containing a great part of his more Publick 
Tranſa&ions, concerning the Plantation of 
VIRGINTA, &c. 


© F ter ſome years ſpent at ſeveral] times in 
) travell beyond the ſeas, he was ſhorcly 
after his return into England , ſworne 
Servant to P. Henry,ot his Privy-cham- 
{ ber in ordinary ,. remaining under the 
j countenance of his favour til] hee died. 
Bur the light of the Court ſecmiing to 
him mach obſcured after the ſetting of 
©_ that bright ſtar, and ſome reliſhtaken 
of the uncertainty of Court-favour towards -any that ſhould 
ſhew themſelves cordiall for Publick good ( which was al- 
waies his aim ) in Parliament, or other-where; hee was un-. 
willing to fixe himſelf in any particular dependence upon 
the Court: all that tte fought was ſome juſt recommendation 
from this King, whoupon that occaſion told him, that hee 
would value him with the beſt of his Servants of his.conditi-. 


on,for the love he knew his brother = to him; whereunto 
3 Sir 
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Sir F. Danpers anſwered, it was ſo great a favour, as that he 
would ask no better then to be continued in his efteem, which 
he would value as much as if hee had preferred him to ſome 
great office or place in his ſervice. 

And further-confidering the proceedings of K. and Court, 
where the ordinary tranſattions by men of all conditions 
weremoſtly dire&ted towards the advancetnent of abſolute 
powerand tyranny, he was leffe frequent in and re- 
newed his former care and diligence, fpending Tthue in 
advanciag the honorable defigns for the Plantxeion of Frrginia. 

The Continent of Virginia diſcovered in the time of Q. Eli- 
zabeth ( who gaye it that name) was..in the beghaning/vf 
K. Fames his reign much adyanced in reputacion , and the 
adyantages promiſed thereby feemed then- worthy the beſt 
con(ideration how to make it a Plantation for the Engliſh : 
Whereupon many worthy Patriots, Lords, Knights,” Gen- 
tlemen, Merchants, and others held conſultation, which 
produced a large ſubſcription of Adventarers of all | 
in ſeverall proportions, to the value of 200000. 4. or there- 
abouts. By which time a Patent was procured with great 
priviledges and immunities for the Adventurers, as eſtabliſh- 
ingand impowering a Councell of State,as well as a generall 
Co y , whereby the whole affairs of that Plamario: 
ſhould in perpetuity bee governed;when a great and fo 
confidence was caſt upon Sir Thomas Smith, Governour of the 
Eaſt-India, and divers other Companies in London 4 who br» 
cauſche was imprifoned in the Tower, after the Earl 
had refted at his houſe'( being Sheriffe ac that time his Lord- 
ſhip went to appeal ro the Citizens 6f London, the day of his 
laſt reſtraint Y was thoaghr a better Patriot then afterwards 
approved. . But he fo:far prevailed , or ſome others in his 
behalfe, chat he: was conftituted the feſt Goverricjat 'of Thar 
Co y,but under the cizle of Treafarer; whereby Ate had 
the chief power and purſt:of the Company, 

And about this time one Sir Thomas Getes, reputeda wor- 
thy,difcreet, andexperienced Soldier,'wis ſent as Governour 
into Vingizie, which drew on a great increaſe of people voy- 
aging ahicher,andplanting uhere, whe were'to have ſhipping. 

and

and proviſions ſent them by the ſaid Treafurer and Co 
nyz which accordingly was ordered, andin ſome reaſonable 
manner in appearance performed for the ſpace of three years, 
or thereabouts, the time limited for the Government of the 
ſaid Sir Thomas Gates. 

But in ſhort time the reputation of this undertaking grew 
ſo high, and the government of Virginia was thought fo con= 
fiderable, as it muſt bee con upon ſome Peere of the 
Realm, and the L. dela Warr was nominated thereunto, and 
went Governour by Patent from the Company for three 
years. But through the failing of induſtry upon the place , 
and of ſupplies of ſweet vidualls, and other accommodati- 
ons by ſhipping from England, and the ficklinefſe the Lord 
Governour had contra&ed there , hee came home before his 
time was expired. When Sir Thomas Smith uſed means by his 
Courtſhip rather to blame the unhealthtulnefle of thar 
Countrey, then to have any fault impoſed upon the under- 
takers, for want of ſending ſupplies in due time to Virgi- 
nia. 

Nevertheleſſe, Henry Earl of Southampton , whoſe goodnefle 
equalled his honour, baving long underftoodas well by the 
enerall notions hee had of the place , as by perſons particu- 
ly imployed in ſuch diſcovery, that it was no leſſe health- 
full then fruicfull, if rightly ordered by ſome induftrions 
perſan,his Lordſhip procured Sir Thomas Dale a worthy 2nd - 
experienced Souldier in the Low-conntreys to be ſent thither 
as Governour, by whoſe judicious obſervation and indaftry 
they might be affured of the whole fate and condition of the 
Countrey and People on that Plantation. And hee by the 
ability of his body as well as mind,through mnch indurance, 
by want in the mifcarriage of ſupplies, bronght home, as a 
great inſtance of his labours and yalue of the Countrey, ar 
leaſt fixtsen fevesall forts of faple commodities , to be raiſed 
and propagated in this Plantation. 

Aud now the beſt affefted of this Nation baving found the 
pulſe of the Court beaging wholly in obſervance of the Spa- 
niſþ Counſells and ends, by interrupting as home , and bar- 
Ling our trade w the W, Indies, hid hold on this GE 
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of Virginia, as a providence caſt betore them of donble adyan- 
tage, by nieans whereof thoſe alſo thar would: avoid Court 
dependence, might moſt honourably imploy themſclves in 
attending the meetings of that Company and Councell ; 
whilſt in ſhoct time ſome other new diſcoveries were made 
by the adventures and charge of the ſaid Company, as that of 
the Bermuds, which by reaſon of- its naturall ſtrength , and 
convenient ſcituation gave additionall encouragement, and 
ſeemed to promiſe ſecurity for warlike ſhipping and naviga- 
tion throughout the Engliſh Plantations. 

Frequentieonſultations werenow had of theſe affairs in the 
Alemblies of that Couticel and Company, and otherwiſe a- 
moneſt thoſe who were moſt diſtafted with the-proceedings of 
the Court, and ſtood beſt affefted to Religion and Liberty ; 
which occaſioned that paſſionate ſpeech of K Tames, ſwearing, 
The Virginia Company was a ſeminary for a ſeditiow Parliament, 
which: cauſed a more cloſe and confiderate proceeding in 
thoſe athirs. But che meetings authorized by ſeveral Patents 
granted under the great Seal did exclude or divert the Prero- 
gative-deſtruive intruſion; whilſta number of great Lords 
and ſome others remained ſedulous and united towards the 
right ends declared. | 

And by this time it appeared palpably that encouragement s 
were given on all hands to diſturb and interrupt the regu- 
lar and forward proceedings of the Company , and the care 
and circumſpe&tion of the Councell in like manner made 
burdenſome and prejudiciall to many worthy perſons in 
particular. When alſo in a firſt place the Plantation of New 
England, though at firſt under the yum and' limitation of 
Virginia; was after much diſpute and proſecution by Sir Far- 
dinando Gorges then Governour of Plimmouth, and of the Court 
Party,by anew Patent under the ſpecious title of the Weſtern 
Plantation divided from the firſt undertaking and had greater 
complyance with the King and Court-intereſt, the more to 
divide the ſtrength, and weaken the power of the Councell 
and Company of V/irginia,reliding in and about London.Which 
nevertheleſſe the wiſdome of God hath made in theſe dayes to 
appear a bleſſing upon that undertaking, Other interrupti- 
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ons were from turbulent perſons , whoſe weakeſt pretenti- 
ons againſt the Company or eminent perſons therein con- 
cerned, were winged with powerfull recommendation from 
Courtgbut not ſo conſiderable yet,as to hinder the {cdulity of 
thoſe worthy perſons and Parriots;who ſtill conſulting the 
wayes and means for the wiſhed ends, and tinding Sir Thomas 
Smith involved with the Court and Spaniſh party, it was as 
ſoon ſuſpefted that by his ſuper-intcndence as Pretident and 
Governour, he had willingly omitted the care and vigilance 
which ſhou!d have forwarded and fecurcd the ſupplies; the 
want whereof had diſtreſſed and diſcouraged the chict under- 
taking. Nor was there any ſuch account appea-ing, but 
that much money received was unaccounted for; but managed 
in ſuchan intricate or dcluſive way as could not well bee 
charged on the Treaſurcr, nor direttly on any other reſpon- 
ſable perſon. 

At private meetings of the E. of Southampton, Sir Edwin San- 
dys, Sir John Danvers, &c. ſeverall obſervations and propo- 
falls occaſioned this reſult,that nothing would ſerve to re- 
deem the honour aud reputation of the deſign for Virginia,and 
re-adyance the proſperity thereof , ſo muchas an entireand 
reall account publiſked, the better to diſcover former negli- 
gences or corruptions, and to beget a better care for the fu- 
ture. Andhercupon at a great and generall 2uarter-Court, 
Sir Edwin Sandys, Sir Fohn Danvers, Mr. F.IVroth, Mr. Abbots, 
afterwards Sir Mzurice Abbots,and Mr. A%dey afterwards Alder- 
man,were five Auditors anthorized to draw on all manner of 
accounts,for ſatisfation of the world as wel as the Company, 

Againſt any good effeft by ſuch Audit much endeavourand 
backwardnefſe appeared in all kind of Accountants, but moſt 
in Sir Thomas Smith's Creatures or dependents; whereby great 
ditficulty, or at leaſt dilatorinefſe was found , which Sir M. 
Abbots, and Alderman Abdey took for occaſion to tell the reſt, 
that they being Merchants,their neceſſary buſineſſe would not 
afford them time for a work of ſuch unhopetull an iſſue , b 
reaſon of the various intricacies of Accounts , and of Tuch 
uncertain voyages as thoſe for Plantations. They defwing 


and forcing to be excuſed, left the many care and pains = 
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Sir E.. Sandys, Sir Fohn Danvers, and Mr. IVroth, who finding a 
multiplication cfdiftcultiesand interruptions from day to 
day, were forced aftzr two or three moneths time; firſt, to 
fuppolitatea new anddireX method tor accounting for the 
future, which in a book of Account expoſed weekly at every 
Court on the Table, might the better ſatishe; whilſta larger 
time was taken to rake up the more ancient obſtruftion or 
concealment. In which purſuit Sir E. Sandys, Sir F. Danvers, 
and moſt times Mr. F. }/roth were together five dayes of the 
week,from between nine and ten of the clock in the morning, 
till five or ſix in the evening, for the ſpace ofnine moneths ; 
not without retryvingand poſlibility of gaining in a very 
conſiderable ſum, to be charged on Sir Th. Smith, as was ge- 
nerally beleeved. 

| Mean while much induſtry was uſed by Bed-chamber-men, 
and other ſuper-intendent great perſons to beget adiſreliſh in 
K. James againſt the A of the Virginia Company,up- 
on the ſcore that he was to uphold Sir Thomas Smith's honour 
and reputation, ſo prevalent in Companies,and amongſt the 
moftwelthy Citizens, to procure him loans for ſupplying 
his moſt neceſſary *occafions : which by meanes of bo Fobn 
Damvers familiar correſpondence with ſome of the Ped-cham<- 
ber, that did ſerve P. Henry, was prevented, by inculcating 
the conſideration of palpable injuſtice, in obſtrufting the 
power granted to the Company : as others in like manner 
were carefull, whereby the butneſſe of Virginia forced( as it 
were) a paſſage through oppoſition, both forain and dome- 
ftick; for the —_ or ( whoſe power was great in 
the Court Counſells) was very ſedulous, and ſpared no 
money to hinder the ſame. 

The good hope of this Plantation bringing on the ancienc 
Adventurers, and their moneys , encouraged alſo the proſe- 
cution and attaining the grant of a Lottery over all Eng- 
land, which ſeconded with reſpe&ive private Letters to the 
generous and well affefted perſons in every County , cauſed 
great ſums of money to be brought in, and imployed for the 
Plantation, which ogg on the caſting out Sir Tho. Smith, 
and eftablifhing Sir Ed. Sandy; Treafarer and Governour of 


the 
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the Company; by whoſe great care andabilities Virginia's in- 
creaſe and plenty ſeemed a very hopeful addition to the domi - 
nion of Englaml. 

' Mean-whiles the care and circumſpeion of the now Go- 
vernour drew all ſorts ofexperienced perſons of other Nati- 
ons as Minerall men from Germany, Vignerons trom France, 
&<c. to preſent themſelves, who were in numbers entertai- 
ned to aſſiſt the induſtry of the Planters , which with many 
.otherconcurrent circumſtances of encouragement appeared in 
one years time advantagious to the delign beyond cxpeRtati- 
od, as by Sir E. Sendys account of his T ranſations was made 
manifeſt unto hundreds of Lords and Gentlemen afſembled at 
their Quarter Court in Eafter term, the time for the new e- 
leftion of the Treaſurcr or Governour. At which time 
when the Court prepared to makeanew eleftion , moſt in- 
tending to chooſe Sir Edwin Sandys for another year, Mr. Re- 
bert Kirkþam one of the Clerks of the Signet, with Mr. Alder- 
man Hammerſley, preſented themſelves as Meſſengers from K. 
Fames,congratulating the hopetull R—_ of the Virginia 
Plantation, but withall profeſſing his Majeſties great care, 
where ſo many of his ſubjefts were concerned. And therefore 
the Countrey being ſo remote, and wherein the greateſt 
Merchants might bemoſt knowing through their experience 
and intereſt, his Majefty recommended (ix perſons , whereof 
he expeted one ſhould be that day choſen their Governoaur ; 
which ſtruck a filence into the whole Court for a time , but 
in concluſion declared (as beleeved ) by Jill. E. of Pembrooke, 
Henry E. of Southampton, and others, to bee againſt the Com- 
panies juſt freedome of eleftion granted by Letters Patents , 
and cauſed by ſome miſ-information given the King, whereof 
they would ſpeak with him. In the mean time an order was 
entred for continuance of that Quarter Court on a day the 
week after. 

The ſame Court again afſembled, and thoſe Lords defired 
apreparatve meeting of the Councell tor Virginia, where 
it was freely recounted, how K. James remained obſtinately 
excepting againſt the perſon of Sic Edwin Sandys, declarin 
him his greateſt enemy, and that hee On hacdly think wel

af whomſoever was his friend,and all this in a furious paſſion 
returning no other anſwer,but Chooſe the Devill, if you will , but 
not Sir Edwin Sandys. | | 
Hereupon the generality of the Company being in the 
height of diſcontent, and the Lords and others of the more 
timorous nature in trouble how to proceed in the preſence 
ofa very conliderable Afembly in a cauſe ſo lately raiſcd to 
ſuch expefation,which now they could not but account loſt 
by this diſcouragement, Sir Fohn Danvers entreated ſome pri» 
vate conference with the E. of Southampton, a moſt cordiall 
ſtickler for this Plantation, andasked, whether his Lordſhip 
would be pleaſed to own the place, if the Company choſe 
him Treaſurer, whilſt they ſhonld not fail by all means to 
free him from the pains and trouble by nominating ſuch a 
Deputy as would pleaſe his Lordſhip and the whole Compa- 
ny, in proſecuting till thoſe wayes which might give ſatis- 
faftion and encouragement to the undertakers. That moſt 
Noble Lords anſwer was, I know the King will be angry at 
5t, but ſo the expeCtation ofthis pious and glorious work 
may beencouraged, ler them doe with'me what they pleaſe. 
And accordingly the councel 8& Company in a fair way choſe 
the Earle Treaſurer , and Sir E. Sandys Deputy, which ſuch 
other co-incident officers for propagating the work intended, 
as was generally acceptable and applauded by all good men. 
The publick aſſerting of thoſe rights and immunities gran- 
ted under the great Seal of England, much raiſed the ſpirits, 
and increaſed the numbers of thoſe that made preparation for 
this Plantation; for within the following yecr there were a- 
bove fifty Patents granted under the Seal of the Company to 
ſeverall perſons, who were to have lands ſet ont and alotted 
unto them, proportionable to the numbers of people they 
engaged to tranſplant from England; the leaſt number ſo con= 
trated for in any one Patent wasa hundred,ſome-5 hundred, 
ſome a whny war Hamer divers in greater proportions,and theſe 
patentees were not the meaneſt in honor,vertue and godlineſs. 
And now was likewiſe ſo great a complyance in this pious 
work, and moneys came in fo plentifully from the Lottery, 
and by payment of Arreers upon'former Cable: iptions, as ſee- 
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medalmof to promiſe as well as to invite a great part of the 
Nation ta withdraw themſelves from an oppreſſing unto a 
more free government eſtabliſhing in Virginia , whither great 
ſtore of ſhipping was engaged andeven in readineſſe; when in 
the conclution of a broken Parliament by K. James, both the 
E. of Southampton and Sir Edwin Sandys were committed cloſe 
Priſoners, upon private aſſumed ſuggeſtions , which ſtruck 
ſome terrour into moſt undertakers for Virginia. Nor did the 
ſhipping and Paſſengers know which way to derive thoſe Or- 
ders, Warrants, and Allowances which were many ways ne- 
ceſſary and pertinent for ſetting forward of their voyages. The 
complaints and apprehenſions thereupon coming to the place 
where the Courts and Regiſtries were kept. ( the houſe of 
Mr. Farrars Merchant in St.Syths-lane, London.)much bewailing 
and conſultation was there had. Where after confideration of 
the power granted to the Company:the two Farrars Brothers 
by their diſcretion and affe&tion aſſing much herein ) it was 
reſolved, That the Company might and ſhould / rr if 
their Governour and Deputy were hindred by fickneſſe, or 
other diverſion, and bnding the whole proceeding like to be 
more :dvantaged it Sir Fohn Darrers would ſhew himſelfe to 
keep and governe the Courts, a number went with Mr. Ni- 
cholas Farrar home to his houſe, imploring his aſſiſtance, which 
(though knowing, as my Lord of Southampton ſaid ,the King 
would not be pleaſed therewithJhe readily undertook, to the 
great ſatisfa&ion of many the Adventurers and Planters. In 
which time of his tranſaftion, which was about a moneth or 
three weeks, there were fraighted and went out from London 
25 ſail of conſiderable ſhipping and numbers of Paſſengers for 
Virginia, beſides others about the ſame time from the Weſtern 
orts. 

The E. of Southampton, and Sir Eg. Sandys were by this time 
releaſed, and nothing appearing againſt them , rejoiced the 
more, to find the diſpatch of the ſhipping, &c. ſo well over. 
And though by a contrived ſudden complaint in Parliament , 
againſt the Lotterics for Virginia,as pernicious to the countries 
where they were introduced , with ſeconding informations 
ſuggeſted; the Lotteries were voted down , and the greatelt 
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Sream for ſupplies ofmoney now ſtopt, yet conſultation and 
ende2vours gave new hope of benefit other ways, which more 
then probably might ſtil} advance the Plantation , wherein 
many parties had their aims and expettation. 

Whit theſe forementioned paſſages were in hand, the 
Court and Spariſh ation tailed not to give affiſtance and en- 
couragement toall thoſe ( and they were very many ) that 
ſtrained by any way or means to divert or interrupt the af- 
faires under the care of this Councell and Company. Which 
drew on their conſideration for the diſplacing of Sir Thoms 
Smith,and conſtituting of Sir Edwin Sandys Governour of the 
Bermudss or Sunumer-Jlands Company ,and Plantation, which 
was an appendanp of Virginia , the labour and ſafety of bath 
being the ſame, and by the members thought fit to be truſted 
in one way,and in hands and counſells beſt approved. Sir Eg. 
Sandys ſeeling in that government,was incountred with much 
information of neglet or w—_ committed therein , by 
Sir Thomas Smith , the Iſland wholly wanting ammunition 
to maintain it againſt an enemy: which the place being of that 
importance, ſeemed nmch to ſtartle the undertakers,the moſt 
whereof were the principall Earls, Lords, and Gentlemen of 
beſt thoughts and affe&ion in the Virginia Company, who as 
they were particularly intereſſed by purchaſe, ſo had they a 
ſpeciall care ofthe Caftles, Fort and harbour there,capa- 
ble to preſerve and maintain a Fleet of fhips , fit to ſuccour 
and prote& Virginia , and other American Plantations in ex- 

ation to be added thereunto , from the amplitude of a 

ater Patent for comprehending a number of other I{lands as 

well as the Bemudas >, within the limitation of the Virginia 
Plantation. 

And now it was advertiſed from the E. of Somerſet,the then 
Favourite and Favourer of the Engliſh rights , that he under- 
ſtood by confident intelligence, that the Spaniards had a deſign 

t a certain zime ofthat yeer to attempt the ſeizing of that 
Iknd, becauſe it was wholly unprovided of powder and am- 
munition, & apprehended asat this time without vilible poſ- 
libility of preſent ſupplies. But it pleaſed Gad through the 
negleftive way of Sir Tho, Smith the government of the Iſland 
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was diſpoſed into the hands of one Myye > who upon ſight of 
two Spaniſh Velſells ofgood burden approaching cowards the 
chicf Caſtleat the entrance of the Port, got powder and ſhot 
for the charging only of two peeces of Artillery,which level- 
led and diſcharged neer at once upon thoſe ſhips. The Com- 
mander thinking himſelf betrayed, becauſe he was aſſured hee 
ſhould find no manner of ammunition, weighs anchor,and ſets 
fail away from thence;as the firſt return of ſhipping from the 
Bermudas made cleer unto the Company, &c. 

This happy eſcape aggravating the omillion or corruption 
of Sir Tho. Smith, ſeemed to revive and give anew vigour to 
the Partners in this Plantation , and there being nothing of 
more ſpeedy advantage on the place for return to the owners 
and adventurers then the planting and tranſporting of To- 
bacco (whilſt it might be imported, as from Virginia fer 5 per 
cent. for their cuſtome ) great ſtore thereof was made and pre- 
paring, when upon ſome tender ofa large rent for the ſole 
ſale ot Tobacco, an order of the Councell Bord did impoſe 
PR of the higheſt cuſtome, as to thirty or forty in the 

andred upon the Bermudas Tobacco , proportionably with 
all other, notwithſtanding the exemption within their Pa- 
tent: which, with other things, much intrenching upon the 
rightsand priviledges of the Adventurers , gave occa(ton of a 
through conſultation ofthe Earls, Lords, Gentlemen and 
Merchants concerned, and in concluſion cauſed an addreſle of. 
themſelves perſonally, deſiring audience of K. James, which 
being attained,and proſecuted by the ſociery of the Earles of 
Pembrooke, Southampton, and others, the Lord Cavendiſh being 
_ ted to expreſſe the nature of complaint and appeale ro 
the King,his Lordſhip had no fooner entred into the matter , 
but that his Majeſty began to ſhew much diſcontent,and with 
rauch adoe was drawn to any patijence,which gave much dif- 
couragement in the caſe,and prevented the declaring of the 
moſt juſt cauſe of impertunity appointed to my Lord Grven- 
d&fþ; when Sir fohn Danvers fell on bis knee, and beſoughe the 
ing to hear him,as the firſt time hee eyer had the honour to 
ſpeak unto his Majeſty in a ſerious bulineſſe:and having leave, 
he ſtoutly inculcated that point of juftice,which could not be 
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denyed, at which the hog Omg away in greater paſſion , in- 
ſomuch that the Prince who is now King, drew Sir. F.Darwers 
afide,as in favor to him,defiring he would urge the King no 
farther,and undertcok to ſpeak with Sir F. Danvers, and ac- 
cordingly to move the King at ſome other time, which was 
unperformed.chough more then once delired by Sir F.Durrers. 

According to which courſe or vogue of State, ſome Lords 
and others, though Members of the ſame Company , took up 
ſpecioullythe corrupt intereſt of thoſe that had been formerly 
conſtituted and imployed in places & affairs of truſt belonging 
to theſe Plantations,as ſome of the former Governours ſent 
in time of Sir Thomas Smiths Government, either to Virginia or 
the Bermudas,&c.who being concurrently obnoxious in point 
of Account,were as firmly ſupported by him-and his friends, 
with the Spanniolized faftion of the Councell Bord, and the 
Kings Bed-chamber.Which proceedings excited the better and 
mere conſtant faithfull party to the more careful} and labo- 
rious perſeverance,when the proſpering of the undertaking 


towards ſo great an addition of Dominion, was from time to, 


time interrupted,as about this time by Queres to the number 
of two or three and thirty from the Councell Bord, by the 
Kings ſpeciall appointment; pretending great care that ſuch 
numbers of his ſubjefts gone to the Plantations, might bee 
circumſtantially provided for in their laws , freedomes, &c. 
Theſe ®ueres ſent on the Saturday were to bee ſatisfied the 


Tueſday following , at ſitting of the Councell in the after- 


noon. The Lord Cavendiſh, Sir Edwin Sandys,Sir Fohn Danvers 
and Mr. Nichols Farrar meeting by appointment of the Com- 
pany, with power to conlider and preſent what they ſhould 
tind pertinent therein,found a hard taske to anſwer ſo many 
particulars in ſo ſhort time. Yer finding that the truths couch- 
ed or exemplified in the Leiger-books of the Company would 


, fatisfie che Queres and objeftions thereupon, Mr.Farrar defired 


the buſineſſe and ſearch might be divided inco 4 parts, where- 


in hee would take that of greateſt labour:which was conclu-' 


ded by the other three,and accordingly brought together the 


Tueſday morning,and preſented to the Councell Bord in the . 
afternoon, and gave the Lords a moſt unexpetted ſatisfaftion; ' 


as 
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4s was confeſſed. When by way oftongratulation ic was propoſed, 
that now there was ſo great numbers and T rade like to follow in 
that Plantation,ſome care might be taken for their ſafety by ſpe- 
cial fortifications,% an account thereof made to the King. Where- 
upon it was ordered at the Bord, that William Earl of Fembreoke, 
Southampton and other Lords of the Councell and Company for 
Vxginia, ſhould make enquiry and acquaint his Majeſty of whar 
was, and would be done in that point, for preſervation ot the 
lives of his ſubjeCts againſt enemies, either Natives of Virginia, or 
others, (ince hee had vowed,thart if he had not ſatisfation therein, 
he would think himfelfbound to take the whole government and 
the appointing of Governours into his own hands. Which occaſi- 
oned the calling together ofa Councell for Virginia of all thac 
were neer,who as they cleerly ſaw the deſperate malignity of the 
Secret-Court-Spanitſh party, ſo often appearing in perſecution of 
this Plantation; ſo had they a great apprehenſion the King could 
not be eaſily ſatisfied,fince the Companies treaſure was exhauſted, 
and there was little hopes of more contribution or Adventurers, 
whilſt they lay under ſuch diſcouragement. Sir Fohn Danvers re- 
membring ſome notion of hope, and looking over the books of 
Letters from Virginia, hee obſerved that throughout the year paſt 
there was never lelle then 17 faile of ſhipping in James River, the 
heart ofthe Plancation,inferring, that if the Kings fairer comply- 
ance ſhould keep the Company in the ſame encouragement , the 
firength ofſo many floting Forts in that flat ſcituation,would be 
equiralent to, if not exceeding any poſſible ſpeedy fortification; 
which the E. of Pembrooke,&c. conceived fully ſufficient to ſatisfie 
the King,if he had not an inveterate difaffeftion to the work:and 

this proved an anſwer appearingly well received by the King. 
Now had the Company a little leaſure from the ſtormes or in- 
quifition of the Councell Bord , whilſt neyertheleffeparticular 
rr ofall ranks , and divers under the countenance of thoſe 
iſaffefted Lords & others,werefaln from the true ſenſe and juſtice 
of the work chiefly intended. But it was not long before Sir Lionel 
Cranfield, preſently after E. of Middleſex, about the time of his ap- 
proaching to be L.T reaſurer,ſeemed ſeriouſly to renue his former 
profeſſed contemplation of,& affeftion to the work of this Plan- 


eation,with many reaſons and inſtances of his well-wiſhing, and 
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at laſt made this ſpecious overture.It isa misfortune(fajes mnch 
to be avoided,that whilſt the Plantarions in their preſent infancy 
have their whole ſubſiſtence by the trade of tobacco,the Kings ne- 
ceſſities caſting him apon all,;and any ways foradvancement of his 
revenue, a tender is made of more then 20000. [. per annum;for the 
whole importing and ſale thereof,and when the Virginia or Sum- 
mer-I{lands Company off to plead their freedom in the, cafe;the 
Lawyers ſay,it isa poiſonous drug which'the King might juſtifie 
to baniſh or burn,and not ta be accounted as a ſtaple or nationall 
commodity , in which caſe it was in the Kings power to doe his 
pleafure in any ſort concerning the ſame; But to comply for the 
advantage of the Plantation, the Company might,and'fhpnld it 
they pleaſed,bave the ſole importation to them and in their nian- 
naging,for 20000.7.per am.And to make his zeale and care ap 
for the proſperity of this great and pious work,he would put the 
Company into a way,whereby 200000. [: mare ſhould bee gained 
over and above the Rent, ro recompenſe their want of ſupplies 
by the Lottery , or 'by the freedome of their- owne To 
from the aw” 1. height of cuſtome. And further declares,that 
their ——_— for the Kings intereſt in ſo fixed a rent , would 
make him every way capable and afſiſtant to all rheirfature en- 
deayours; which by ſome collateral means' bending a'great part 
of the'moſt diligent adventurers of rhe Con pany to comply with 
this Propoſition(ſome conceiving they ſhould find a better glyde 
in the buſineſfe,others to have ſome advantagious imployment in 
the managing of the Tobacco farnre;and theſe conſiderations by 
way ef reſult promoted by feverall firing ſpirits on Middleſex 
his grounds) the contratt. ſeemed'cohthaded, and the managing 
parts deſigned to fpecial perſons. When affoon almoſt it was ap- 
parent that nothing of good was intended towards the Compa- 
ny,for now many baſe & falſe ſuggeſtions were raiſed againſt rhe 
E.of Southanpt. Sir E.Sandys,and others,not alittteaggravating in 
the minds of many ingenuous perſbns, who had no beleef in fuch 
looſtning of legal intereſt by Pacent,thic juſt ground of the whole 
undertaking, which with many lurking and diſtributed inventi- 
ons diverted and broke the contra@, whilſtthe ſubtilty of Cran- 
Feld ced the fame'farm with ayowed negleft of the Company 
and perſons adhering therennto, And when thegreareft _ 
ce 
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bance on this and other occaſions hadwronght the members of 
. this Company intq eminent diſtraion , a Commillion and In- 

ſtru&ions by way of inquilition were iſſued with power to Judg 
Fones, Sir Henry Spiller, &c.to examine the proceedings of the Vir- 
ginia and Sommer-l{lands Company, as eſpecially of the E.ot Sou- 
thampton,and Sir E.Sandys,which howſoever ftridtly and ſtrangely 
carried { as whena Noble perſon asked the. Judge, how he that 
was ſworn to the laws, durſt own proceedings in that natureghis 
anſwer was openly,There was one law of the landybut another law of the 
Kings Commiſſions | yet many days and weeks of the inquilition or 
perlecution diſcovered no unworthinelle agaiaſt them , or any 
other of their conſorts. Afﬀer this the Councell ,: Company , 
Adventarers and Planters for Virginia z conceiving their eſtace 
and condition grown more- hopetull , having paſt through the 
fixe of ſuch ſeverall rigorous inquiſitions , and the undertakers 
having farre ed therein, a great rife of confidence and 
aſſurance a generally, as a renewing incouragernent. Bux 
their ſeduliry and fervency was ſuddenly quaſht by a Que Farran- 
to brought in the Kings Benchagainſt their Patent. And notwith=- 
ſtanding it was more then preſinned by ſome,that the moſt right- 
full conteſt or waging, in a legal way would be fruitleſle, yer the 
Company by vote and onder thereupon. entertained counſell of 
the beſt Lawyers they could ger, and reſolveaito ſpend the remai- 
ning pazt of their fock and caſh to plead their cauſe to a due iſſue; 
when alſo ſome good number of unknown perſons ſent in mony, 
plate,and jewels,to animate and aſſiſt ſo juſta defence as this Com- 
iesright and intereſt, whilſt many could not but conceiyeand 
rar the example might be moſt pernicious in other cafes, Yet ne- 
vertheleſs before the cad of the ſame term a judgment was declared 
by the Lord Chiet ' Juſtice Ly againſt the Company and their 
Charter,only upon a failer, or miftake in pleading. Which de- 
ſtroyed the hopes of all that Iookt ins jaſtR righteous way to- 
wards that /piousand publick work of Plantations. What was at- 
ter proſecuted by force of the Kings Commniſſions way appear by 
others, who bave thought fir to embrace hope under fuch conſth- 
tutions. . By 
Through the calamity of the forementioned-ſentence,very mar 
ny honeſt and worthy oerlonedetunganan undev: the: Kings 
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Commiſſi6-laws ,ſurceaſed frorh their exemplary induſtry towards 
Plantations; only "the Company of Bermudas dependent and deri- 
vcd by particular putchaſe, and for vaJuable conſideration from 
the ew Company , with confirmation by ſpeciall Charter 
ander the great Seal, liſt ed in greater hopeand confidence by 
reaſon their chief undertakers were Earls, L ons, and others' of 
qualiry,but moſt of them failing in ſhort time;either by ly- 
ance or negle&;the care of this Plantation fell into the hands of 
ſome Members of the Company , lefſe confiderable, as to Court- 

Intereſt and qualification , not without diſcouragement in the 
generall;which was the more diſperſed by divers ſuggeſtions , as 
that thoſe Iſlands had been declined or forſaken by e Spaniattts, 
becauſe they had found the place to bee only a ſhell or fhoale of 
rocks,that had contrafted a ſmall thicknefſe of earth by the fal- 
ting of leaves from the trees, and hearbs growing up be- 
tween the rocks,which a ſhort time would wear outzand quick] 
diſcover the folly 6f thoſe that pretended to'plantupon that ſoil; 
and that if any further thougher ſhould be to fortifie thereon”, or 
have ſhipping there:, in probabiliey to offend or interrupt the 
Spaniards intereſt or trading in thoſe parts, their power 1m the 
Weſft-Indies,would be ſure to ruin all that the Engliſh had effefted 
bywharſoever charge of any particular Company,unleſs the King 
would undertake to back them with his power, whereunto hee 
ſeemed utterly averſe. Nevertheleſſe,by the inceffant good in- 
deavours of fome few worthy Patriots,ſeaſonably aſſiſted by Sir 
ohm Danvers, and others,upholding and encouraging them from 
time to time,a competent number of the ownets of ſeverall ſhares 
of land, 'ftill remained well affeted to maintain the Companies 
and every mans juſt intereſt. Who by choofing perſons of emi- 
nency to bear the name of Governours of their Company ; that 
were willing to appear for their ſupport, and by driving an an- 
nuall ſmall trade of Tobaeco,&c.held on the regular government 
of the Company here, 'andat the Iſhnds,through various inter- 
Tuption;in hope'of ſuch fairer times as might afford m_——_—_— 
for higheſt thoughts of advantage xo the undertakers, in whic 

caſe though almoſt languiſhing they may not deſpair of ſome 

good iffue of their beſtdefires?-— ' | 
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_ afts of Sir Fobn Danvers, wherein he took opportunity faithfully 
and ork to ſerve his worthy friends. One —A was this, 
That ſhortly after the judgment againſt the VirginiaCompany,one 
Mr. Collingwood came unto himy,recounting his em 
of great obligations for recommending him to the place of Secre- 
tary to the Virginia Compann nn was growing every day more 
valuable,in cafe it had been happily continued : andat the ſame 
time acquainted him,that three Merchant men, one after another 
had been with himat his houſe, commending his parts and abili- 
ties for implo tand much pittying his caſe to benow deſti- 
tute ofmeans for the maintenance othim and his family,but con- 
cluding in a ſubtil & ſoothing way,that as he might perceivethe 
King diſpleaſure againſt the E. of Southampton, and Sir E. Sandys, 
ſo would he gain imployment and great benefit to himſelt for all 
the days ofhis life,by ſaying or diſcovering ought of their tranſ- 
attions,or othe » that ſhould bringany ill refletion upon 
their perſons. When his anſwer was, That he knew nothing but 
honor and juſtice in their ways, nor upon any terms —_— bee 
drawn to ſuch unthankfulneſle, as to offer the Ieaſt matter againſt 
them. le is true(faid he)they mentioned nothing relating to your 
ſclf{which he thought was forborn in regard of the particular re- 
lation and obligation he had to him.) Nor eould Mr. Collingwood 
think it poſſible openly to deteft and convince thoſe Merchants 
of this wickedneſs, becauſe they came {ingly unto him,and by the 
ſame knavery would deny their attempts, but that this only was 
to be taken as a caution againſt fuch kind of baſe inſinuation. 
SirFobn Darvers asking further,where there was any of relation to 
thoſe affairs that might be tempted to ſuch villany: he anſwered, 
there was an indigent perſon,whom he had made uſe of to write. 
and make entries for his aſſiſtance, whoſe hand-writing and intel - 
ligent apprehenfion had cauſed him to be ſent for divers times to 
Southampton houſe, and imployed in diftates by that Earl and Sir 
Ed. Sandys, and he being of unſetled or looſe life, might poſlibl 
be drawn to ſerve the turns of Malevolents,&c.Sir F.Danvers too 
{ſpeedy courſe to ingage him fora long time,moſt whiles lockt up 
in a Chamber,til he had fairly copyed the Leiger Court books of 
all the main tranſaftions of the Company for Virginia,according-- 


ly atteſted for irue copies, and then encouraging him into the 
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cotintrey to ſee his friends , giving him a part of reward for his 
pains ;& obliging him! to:come to him again for the remainder,hy 
which means he kepc him wholly out of the way,and from temp- 
eation:And afſoon after as he could ſpeak with my Lord of Sous 
thampton, carryed him the faid authenticall copies , declaring the 
information of Collingwood , and rhar having fometimes hed 54 

verning court Lady,whojwas defirousto po mo a femal 
Heir that had married a young Gentleman,as to make her rather a 
wife to a creature orattendant of her owne,, and after working 
ſomewhat in diverting their affeftions each from other, a legal] 
proſecution was had to difprove the marriage, . whictrnortwith- 
ſanding was affirmed by all forts of circumſtance & witneffes, yet 
by corrupting a Regiſter,who in his Entries pat a negative for an 
afhirmative,He that was Judge of the cauſe ſecundum allegata & pro- 
batz exprefled on the Regiſtry, declared anullity of the former 
marriage,whereby the hetr was remarried tg ndperfon. This 
faid Sir Divers gave him'to conſider,how the maliceagainſt 
the Fart,&c.failing in all orher inventions,mighrpoflibly in like 
manner corrupt the records of the Virginia Company , getting 
them, as they did not long after into their cuſtody and power. 
Wherefore he preſented his Lordſhip with thofe trae copies ta be 
alwaies ready for juſfification. The Earl was ſo affeted therewith 
that he rook Sir F.Daners into hisacms with ' very great thank- 
falneffe, faying, Who conld have thought of fuch a friendſhip bur 
Charles Danvers his brother, who was the traeft friend that ever 
man had?and thereupon calling his kinfman Mr. Wriothſty chiefly 
. entruſted by him; declared the whole diftourſe,and tm condufion 
faid,Let thofe books bee carryed, and ſafely kept at my houſe ar 
Tichfield, they are the evidence ofmy honour , andFralue them 
more then the evidence of my lands. 
Sir F. Danvers til applying his greateſt careand intereſt for the 
. advantage ofhis friends; finding Mr. Will. Grrr in foie degree 'of 
honour with the King,after his kinſman the E.of Somerſet was fer 
afide , and faHing into diſcourſe with him concerning the great 
worth and parts of Sir Edwin Sandys, whoſe kinſwoman hee had' 
married,andtherefore might be preſumed the more ready to ſerve 
hinySir 7. Dawers pat him in mindof the Kings grear difpleafare 
againſtthat Noble Knight, and defiredhimar'ſome ſeaſonable- 


time 
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rimeto enquire of the King, what might bee the ground of his 
diftaſt and hatred againſt him:to —_— King gae this anſwer, 
that he knew Sir Ed. Sandys to be a mgn of exorbitant Ambition, 
upon the eſteem he had of his own abilities, and that becauſe by 
his inceſſant importunity he could nor prevail to be made Secre- 

of State he had uſed his utmoſt endeavour to croſs the Kin 
intentions both generall and particular; and this confider 
the King ſaid, he could not think well of any that would 
hold friendſhip with bim. Mr. Ger communicating this to 
Sir 7. Danvers, he told him, there was but one tryall more 
to be made, thar fince poflibly , according to. the uſuall ſtra- 
tagems praiſed in Court, ſome might have unſeaſonably im- 
portuned the King in his behalf,and under the pretence of friend- 
ſhip donehim ſome great prejudice in incenſing the Kings hatred 
painſt him,he would be pleaſed to venture ſo far,as to preſſe the 
King: know who they were that ſollicited his Majeſty for him, 
without his concurrence in a buſineſſe that had brought ſo much 
of his diſpleaſure upon him. Which Mr. Gzrr as nobly undertook, 
when the King was fain-to take on him the whole matter and cir- 
cumftance,ſaying,Sandys wast00 crafty to put his own ambitious 
defign into any other hand,or move it otherwiſe then by his own 
mouth, from whom he had received ſuch encroaching importu- 
nitiesas had utterly deſtroyedany intereſt hee might ever expett 
in his good opinion and ſothe _—_— offin ſo great afury, 
and with ſuch imprecations from Mr.Gzrr, that hee meeting with 
Sir F. Daxvers bewailed the caſe with a very great doubttulneſle 
what to think,moving queſtions about the integrity of Sir Ed. 
Sqandys,which had been ſo much declared and beleeved: and ſo Sir 
F. Darvers and Mr. Carr parted, nuch wondring at this. 
| Not long after the Court being removed to Greenwich,Sir Edw. 
Tag haring ſome bulineſſe with my Lord Privy-Seale, repaired 
thither, and being eſpyedby Sir F. Danvers neer to | 25, EK 
chamber, who went to ſalute him,he denianded what room that 
was ſo full of company,and Sir 7.Darmers telling him it was the 
Kings Privy-chamber,where many ſtaid to ſee the Kingat dinner, 
he ſaid he would fain ſee the King too, ſoas the King might not 
ſee him,becauſe (as he ſaid) he had anderftood by his beft friends, 
the Kings impaticace would wrong him ſhould hee come neer

kim. Whereupon Sir John Danvers told him he would warrant ts 
ſtand ſo before him in the throng that he might have full view 
of the King without being diſcovered by him ; which was accor- 
ding'y performed for about a quarter otan hour, and fo both re- 
tired out ofthat room. Andafterwards Sir Edwin Sandys wondring 
that the King was fo much altered in bodyand countenance fince 
he had ſeen him laſt, which was when he came firſt out of Scotland, 
where he was with hin..Is it poſlible,ſaid Sir John Darvers,(think- 
ing of the paſſage Mr. Czrr had told _ that you having been ſo 
much in Parliament, and about London,ſhould never have ſeen the 
King in ſo longa time? it ſeems almoſt paſt beleef.
